As outlined 
above, applicant has narrowed the claims both in terms of starting materials and 
catalysts such that they no longer read on this cited prior art. US 6,034,206 neither 
teaches nor suggests the instant process. Nor would it have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to modify the process of the prior art in 
order to arrive at those of that instant invention. There is no motivation to do so.
